- Thad'many miles'to go alone through Woods in the night, 
where no Inhabitant was, yet did the Lord by his power raiſe 
me up, that be gave mea back for the Whipper, and ſtrength 
to 25 through all this, ſo that I went and was not weary, nor - 
fainted in theſe hardſhips, Twice was 1 Whipt and Impri- 
ſoned at Boſton, and twice alſo at Cambridge in New England, 
by the hands of blood-thirſty men, and four times was 1 whipt 
1g other places; I was Impriſoned alſo at Hamptozx and Do- 
ver, Where a wicked Contiable came with a. Warrant and 
ferch't away a poor old mans Heifer, (who had little to men- 
tain him) for chree pound five ſhillings fine impoſed on him 
by a fine of five ſhillings a day for not hearing their Teacher, 
which was a horrible oppreſſion, five times worſe then the 
Biſhops Law, which 1s but one ſhilling aday for not coming 
to hear their Common Prayer, I being preſent, asked him, 
Who made that Warrant ? He ſaid, The Treaſurer , Peter 
Coffin, But he readit in his Majeſties Name. I asked him, 
Who was that Majeſty? He ſaid, The King. Thewſaid I, 1» 
the Kings Namt reſtore the poor man his Heifer, for he hath 
made no ſuch Law, But he would not; ſo" I went to Peter 
Coffia the Treaſurer, and I cleared my Conſcience to him, 
and told him, That he had done contrary to Gods Law, and the 
Kings Law,in taking away the poor mans Cow, for that the King 
had ſent to them, T hat their Church-members ſhould not make 
Laws by themſelves, excluding others. He told me, That he 
would take away more yet ; But the Lord topped himin that 
purpoſe. From him I went to Richard Walden the Magiſtrate, 
to whom I ſaid, Yeſterday thou and thy Wife were at a Faſt, and 
to day a poor mans Cow us taken away in his Majeſties Name by a 
Warrant ; 1 asked him,If h: made that Warrant ? He ſaid, No. 
I ſaid, Then make a Warrant to fetch her again, But he an- 
ſvered, If Thad a Cow, he wouldfetch her, I ſaid, /t was 
contrary to Gods Law, and to the Kings Law. Then ſaid he, 
Taoen it is the Devile Law, I anſwered, Then thou may take 
ut bome , as thou ſayeſt it is the Devils Law, ſo ſay I, for thoa 
haſt ſaid it. Then I bid him repent and turn from thoſe wick- 
ed Laws and wicked Actions, or elſe God. would cut them 
off. From him I went back again to the Conſtable, andbad 
| him 
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him reſtore the poor man his Cow agiin; for he did not as lie 
would be done by. But he anſwered, If the Magiſtrate com- 
manded him to take away the mans life he muſt ao it. So you 
may fee hat Law theſe men act by in perſecuring the Jult, as 
Wald ng ſaid himſelf, It is the Devils Law. So a company of 
blo-rhirſty men they are, both Prieſts, and Magiſtrates, and 
Conſtables, and all in Authority by them, aG& all in cruelty ; 
for not onely [, but many of oar Friends have ſuffered deeply 
by them; and when they have been laying their cruel and 
« bloody ſtripes on the backs of the Innocent, (who being ſu- 
ained by the Power of God, and carried through their ctuel- 
ty with ſo much patience and chearfulneſs, as not to flinch or - 
cry out at their cutting and unmerciful ſtrokes) ſome of their 
Perſecyyors have ſaid, The Devil was ſo got between the Skin 
and thief lejh, that they conld not feel. So bruitith and ſavage, 
hard-hearted and cruel are ye, O Prcofeflors of New England, 
From thence I returned again to Byſfor, and was moved of 
the Lord to go to their publick Meeting, and they abuſed me 
much whilſt I Rood there, though I (pake nothing. But when 
the Prieſt had done, I asked him, What was that Light he ſpake 
of, for his Text ſpake of the Light ? But he would not aniwer, 
But the rude multitude fell upon me, and threiv me down ; 
this was the fruits of their Worſhip, So I denyed their Wor- 
ſhip, and their Law, which thewed it ſelf to be the Devils 
Law, as Walden had ſaid. They haled me from thence to Pri- 
ſon, where they kept me cloſe Priſoner two dayes and two 
nights, and gave me neither Bread nor Water ; then they 
brought me to Bellingham the Deputy Goverrour, who ſaid, 
That the next time I came, 1 ſhould be hanged ; and he 22VC 
out a Warrant to whip ine from the Priſon door to the Towng 
end, andſo forth of their Juriſdiction. Then when I came 
2g4in, they took away My Horſe to carry the Kings Commit 
fioners away out of Town, which was to me a great prejudice, 
for it might have coſt me my life in a-dangexous Journey I |

Pon a LeRure day at Boſton in New England, I was much 
| preſſed in Spirit to go into their Worſhip-houſe among(t 
rhem, where I ſtood filent until the man had done Preaching, 
then my mouth was opened to the people with a Word of Ex. 
hortation, bit through the violence of ſome of the People, 
was haled to Priſon,from whence about three hours after,they 
fetched me out to the Court,where I was examined,and (o re- 
turned to Priſon again until the morning, and into the Court 
I was brought again, where they had drawn up a Paper againſt 
me,as they thought of what I had ſaid the day beforezand they 
ſaid, Come thou Vagabond,and hear this Paper read with two 
Witneſſes, their hands to it, for w2 will handle thee; AndI 
ſaid, Read on ; where I ſlood until they had done ; And they 
asked me, Whether I owned it or no ; And I ſaid, Yea every 
word, and wonld make ut good by ſound proof, if I might have li- 
berty to ſpeak, But they cryed, away with him, and ſome took 
me by the Throat, and would not ſuffer me to anſwer to ir, but 
hurried me down fairs to the Curiage of a great Gnn which 
Recd in the Market place, where I was tript, and tyed to the 
Whzel,and whipt Wich ten ſtripes,and then looſed,and tyed to 
the Carts tayl, and whipt with ten.more to the Towns end ; 
and at Roxberry at Carts tayl,with other ten; and at Dedham, 
at Carts tayl, with ten more; and then ſent into the Woods. 

And another time in my travels, I came to a Town called 
Medfield in New England, in Boſttons Furiſdiftion, and T could 
"not ger a Mceeting,and it being the firſt day of the week, when 
the Prieſt had done, and the people came forth into the fireer 
where I was ſtanding waiting upon the Lord, theſe words ran 
through me, Of Earth, Earth, Earth, hear the Word of the 
; Lord 


ftopt with a mans hand; and ſeveral ſore blows T received a- 
mongi them ; and after that, they carried me back again to 
the Stocks, but they ſtanding by the Worſhip-houſe, they 
would not let me- fit .in them there, bur took them up upon 
there Shou lders, and carried them under a Hedg, and put me 
-in them to hours, where I had good ſervice for the Loxd, 
and the next day I was whipt at Dedham at Carts tayl with ten 
ripes,and the day following atMedfeld with ten ſtripes more, . 
and ſent away into the Woods. '
